Both Boats. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Defender 
and 


Valkyrie lay at anchor this morning about 
half a mile apart off Bay Ridge. They are 
continually surrounded by a fleet of boats 
containing curious spectators. Sailors on 
board Defender were engaged scraping 
down her free board and scrubbing her 
deck and making a thousand and one 
flial prepa-ations necessary before a race. 
Herbert C. Leeds said the chances were 
that Defender would not leave her an- 
chorage until tomorrow morning when 
she would go down in tow. 


S. Maitland Kersey went on board Val- 


kyrie at 10.30 this morning. He said Val- 
kyrie will be all ready for tomorrow's 
contest and Englishmen all hope to do 
batter than Saturday. " I have no more 
to say about Saturday's race," he slid, " it 
is now a matter of history. We may go 
out for a trial spin this afternoon, if the 
weather is favorable." Valkyrie's crew 
was busy all the morning as Defender's 
was, and doing practically the same work. 
The weather bureau promises fair weather 
Tor tomorrow's second day of the race 
s.ries, 


The present indications are that there 


will be fresh to light winds, generally 
fiom southeast tomorrow. 
That means 


the breeze will probably vary from five to 
ten miles an hour.

How William Wilbur Was Dra£ 


fied From His Hay Mow 


Lair. 


OFFICER 
STANDS OS 
HIS HEAD. 


A Haltflr Is Used and Mr. Wilbur Comes 


With the Rope When Another Laugh- 


able Plan Tailed. 
It Caused 


Great Excitement. 


One of the most exciting and unusual 


arrests that the police have ever made 
was made Saturday night on Kemp 
street, a little street running from East 
Main to East Union street. 


The man arrested was Wllliam Wilbur, 


who had terrorized his family and the 
neighbors by his sensational actions. He 
abused his wife, she says, and pulled 
handfuls of hair from hei head. Some 
neighbors made efforts tointtrfere. This 
was not amicably received by Mr. Wilbur 
and he used a large pocket-knife in a 
threatening manner. He hid himself in 
his barn, and was dragged from it by a 
rope tied to his heels. 


When the officers were marching to 


their respective beats Monday evening a 
little girl ran up to Officers Parrow and 
Smith and asked them very excitedly to 
come upon Union street. They went up 
there and found that Mr. Wilbur had been 
the cause of their speedy summons. He 
was not then in sight, but two little girls 
said he was bidden in the barn. They 
saw him go into the barn, they said, stid 
shut the doors so that he could not get 
out. 


The officers went into it and searched, 


but could not find him. They trod upon 
the hay tnat filled the upper part of 
the structure almost to the roof, but no 
sign of any one was discovered. 
Two 


boys crawled into the barn between the 
hay and roof and heard sounds of some 
one pushing through under the hay. This 
was made known to the officers and they 
soon became convinced their man was in 
there. 


It is a wonder Mr. Wilbur was alive. 


To get into the place in which he was 
found it was necessary for him to enter a 
small opening in the gable of the barn 
and crawl between the roof and the hay 
to the farther wall at which place there 
was a hole in the hay reaching down to 
the floor. The hole was so small that if a 
man dropped head first into it he could 
not turn around. He would have to re- 
main on his head or climb up heels first. 
Mr. Wilbur had gone down this hole head 
first and had crawled under the .Jhay be- 
tween it and the floor, next to the wall. 
That was the place in which he was found 
and he was evidently making his way 
along as rapidly as possible. 


It seemed impossible to get him -out of 


there. 
Officer 
Parrow volunteered to 


drop down into the hole if his compan- 
ions would hold on to his feet. This was 
agreed and the officer went down. His 
faee got dangerously near the heels of 
Mr. Wilbur, who kept up a furious kick- 
ing. The officer grabbed the man's feet 
and held on tightly and then shouted to 
the men above to pull. The pulling be- 
gan, but had Mr. Farrow's legs been 
pulled off' Mr. Wilbur would not have 
come. The officer hanging to Wilbur's 
heels and two or three men pulling at 
the officers feet in the attempt to drag 
both men out was the most ludicrous of 
all attempts to arrest that have been re- 
ported by the local police. 


Almost every person in the neighbor- 


hood had gathered to watch the opera- 
tions. The previous excitement had sum- 
moned a crowd, but the finding of the 
man in the hay and the stories of the at- 
tempts to get him out had been passed 
around and the number had been greatly 
increased. A dozen suggested plans to 
the officers to get the man out of his hole. 


When it was seen that Mr. Parrow and 


his prisoner could not both be pulled up 
out of the hole new tactics became neces- 
sarp. Mr. Parrow passed the word up to 
send down a rope. A baiter with a strong 
rope attached was found after some rum- 
maging and was 
passed 
down to 


the 
almost 
exhausted 
officer, 
who 


still 
stood 
on 
bis 
head, 
hold- 


ing on to Wilbur's lively heels. 
He 


fastenJ the straps of the halter to the 
man's feet, and was then pulled out 
hanging on to the rope. Deputy Sheriff 
Maloney had arrived on the scene and 
operations began on the rope. 
After 


several vigorous pulls Mr. Wilbur became 
convinced that at least part of him would 
be taken by the officers so he shouted 
he would try and come out, if the men 
pulling would " let up." A compromise 
•was made. Wilbur worked back as best 
he could, and the officers gave him occa- 
sional assistance. 
After 
considerable 


laborious effort the man was gotten out of 
his lair, and was lowered down to the 
ladder to the wagon ready lor him by the 
means of the halter with which he was 
pulled from his smothering bed. 
He wa- 


in court this morning. 


Hurrahed and Threw Hats. 


There was interest taken in the great 


yacht race last Saturday outside of New 
York and Sandy Hook. Some of that in- 
terest was taken in North Adams and it 
centered itself around the TRANSCRIPT'S 
bulletin boards. Early in the afternoon a 
good-sized crowd gathered and all the 
hours till the finish of the race 
that crowd stood 
on Bank 
street 


and 
cheered 
or sighed as Defender 


or Valkyrie was bulletined to be losing or 
winning. And there were some English 
sympathizers present who enjoyed the 
first news very much. When the last bul- 
letin was hung out: "Defender Wins," 
one great shout went up from a solid 
mass of men in front of the TRANSCRIPT 
building, and a good many hats went up 
with the shout too.

Contested List 


of Entries Please a Small 


Gathering. 


STOWB AXD LIWIG CifflLY IIOXOIIS. 


The Attendance Not as Gaod as Ex- 


pected but Considerable Amount 


of •Enthusiasm Frequently 


Manifested. 


The bicycle tournament at the Hoosac 


Valley fair grounds Saturday afternoon, 
furnished a fair amount of sport to a 
rather small gathering, ot local enthusiasts, 
although there was considerable enthu- 
siasm manifest'in several instances. A. 
B. Dagg, our loc*l rider, had an off day. 
The novice race was an awful loaf, it being 
run in the slow time of 3.23. Van Alstyne 
however rode a plucky race. He was 
quite forcibly thrown at the first turn, 
but remounted and by a good 
spurt 


caught the bunch, finishing an easy first. 
In all of the remaining races the trial 
heats were dispensed with and but one 
race run for each. The one mile open 
was well contested, Stowe doing the don- 
key work which told on him in the finish, 
being beaten out by -F. I. Elmer of Chico- 
pee, in 2.34 2-5. The 0119 mile three mm 
ute class was another wearisome loaf but 
the finish was a spirited one, Carey cap- 
turing^ first. In the half-mile open Stowe 
and Elmer bad another hot tussle, the 
latter winning by n wheel in 1.141-5. 


The half-mile, 1.15 class, was won of 


Carey in a pretty contesft, 1.15. 
' In the mile 2.15 class, Stowe was foxier 
than before, reserving himself for the 
jump at the finish, taking the race in 
2.3S. 


There was a time li^iit of 2.20 on this 


race so that they wete brdered to ride it 
over, but they refused ,to do so and the 
idea was abandoned. 


Knight of Housatonic cut an awful clip 


in the 1-mile open but was hard pushed 
by Stowe who tacked onto his rear wheel. 


At the finish Knight swung from the 


pole to the opposite side of the track like a 
yacht careening in a heavy sea, finishing 
first but spoiling StoWe's chances for a 
jump. 


After a useless amount of parleying 


Knight was justly disqualified and inform- 
ed that a ten acre lot would be best suited 
to his style of riding. 


This give Stowe first, Parsons second

Mr. Slowe'H Difficulties. 


During 
the 
bicycle races Saturday 


the prizes were attached by the Della- 
barre Bros, of Conway for $150, and by the 
TRANSCRIPT Co. for|43. Mr. Stowe en- 
gaged counsel and endeavored to remove 
the debts. He satisfied the Conwdy firm 
and then demanded the prizes of Sheriff 
Frink, who held them. He was informed 
that another attachment had been placed 
on them, thereupon the Dellabarre Bros, 
again put on their claim. 
He made a 


proposition to the THANSCRIPT to settle 
half in cash and give security for the rest. 


Mr. Stowe engaged Eber Sherman to 


fix the grounds for him and has not yet 
fully settled this debt. He also engaged 
Clapp's band for which he had to settle in 
advance. Great excitement prevailed on 
the fair grounds. 


Mr. Stowe was interviewed and said 


that he did not care to make any state- 
men's. All this treatment was uncalled 
for and unjust to hirp. There was a very 
small attendance and he was a ruined 
man. He further stated that "he intended 
to carry on the races in a fair and square 
manner. He did not intend to cheat any- 
body." 


Mr. Stowe finally, with the aid of 


counsel, satisfied the claimants on the 
property and the prizes went to the fair 
grounds to be distributed. A Conway 
man went security for the indebtedness. 


It is reported that Mr. Stowe owns con- 


siderable property in Conway and he also 
asserts this to be the case. In proof of 
this fact he showed a. check book on a cer- 
tain bank and wrote out checks to satisfy 
some of his claimant;. 
This happened 


late Saturday evening, He might have es- 
caped all Saturday's unpleasantness by 
the proper use of that ^ book. He reports 
that he lost about pXXby his visit)to North 
Adams. 


CRITICS ANSWERED. HIGHWAY BRIGANDS. 


Rev. F. D. Penney Speaks Con 


cerning His Recent Tem- 


perance Sermon. 


PRESENT WRITING NOT APOLOGETIC. 


Ka& Yet to Find Reason for the Sharp 


Words of Criticism. The Editorials 


Misleading. Not Expected of 


Him to Bring Proof. 


In regard to his recent sermon on teai- 


. perance and the criticisms it evoked Rev. 
F. D. Penney had the following to say as 
a prelude to last night's sermon: 


"On the 28th of July, I preached a ser- 


mon, here in my pulpit, on temperance re- 
form. It was sharply criticised by tbe 
press. I have been asked to respond to 
interviews. I have not done so on account 
of my dislike for controversy. I now, 
since my arrival from vacation, having 
read all the editorials, have decided to 
make this brief statement to call the pub- 
lic mind back to the true issue. I used no 
personalities, so no person's feelings are 
wounded. I did not charge the officers 
with unfaithfulnesses all may see by refer- 
ence to the TRANSCRIPT, but on the other 
hand I said they are faithful and good, 
and we do not believe they are being 
bribed. A conversation with a city officer 
revealed to me no feeling against me or 
my words. I wish I bad secured his per 
mission to quote him. He is quite willing 
to let me live. The fact is I have yet to 
find reason for the sharp words of critic- 
ism. 
Published articles and statements 


volunteered to me by some of our most re- 
liable citizens have confirmed me in my 
convictions then stated. 


The editors have a perfect right to dif- 


fer with me if they find grounds for it. I 
do not find fault with that. I am no cow- 
ard in my methods of work, and have not 
compromised my pulpit, nor my people. 
Many have given their most cordial and 
liberal commendation of my recent utter- 
ance. If North Adams <is not a "sinner 
above all others"' I am very glad. Some 
of the criticisms read quite like a chal- 
lenge. I might be thought indifferent, 
cowardly, or shrinking if I did not restate 
my position. I am not indifferent, and 
have nothing to prevent utmost candor. 
The present writing is not apologetic. 
Criticisms are chiefly, if not entirely upon 
the incidental statement that "in my 
opinion there was more illegal selling of 
liquor in our town than in others of the 
same size." There may be. there may 
not be. This incidental comparison by 
no means claims the entire attention. 
Those who heard the sermon will remem- 
ber that my appeal was then as it has al- 
ways been to the people, that they shall 
demand and secure what they already 
want—enforcement. The utterance has 
aroused some healthy attention to an im- 
portant question. As to the spreading 
abroad of that sermon the headlines of 
the paper did that. 
As to bringing 


evidence I did not offer to do that 
and it is not expected of me. AVe 
have men whose duty it is to perform 
that task. According to what has been 
volunteered to me by men of responsi- 
bility we Would not want for it. Parents 
hold me responsible for exerting a manful 
and helpful influence over the young. 
Men come to mo for help and encourage- 
ment. Every member of my church, the 
noble men who constitute my corps of 
officers, the community, also, would be 
justly displeased and dissatisfied if 1 did 
not discharge these duties. I was not 
"carried away." I uevpr stood on this 
platform without faithful preparation to 
do my best under the circumstances. Let 
it tie said once more that I am making 
this response not to provoke controversy, 
but to take a candid position. The edi- 
torials were in tome respects misleading. 
I am not a sensationalist and never have 
been. I do not believe that the public 
question my motives. 
It is surprising 


that our editors should lose a good oppor- 
tunity to clinch a nail that had been 
driven in the right spot and to the head. 


" I am pledged to a, blood earnestness in 


the development and care of a great- 
hearted church. 
The public demand of 


me a candid, earnest attention to topics 
of general interest. Honest pulpit work 
should not be neutralized. Let us unite 
our forces and stand for the best order 
possible in this community. There should 
be such a steady co-operation between the 
press and the pulpit as to advance the 
standard of good order and quiet Sab- 
baths. The papers have been helpful to 
me m reporting work." ^ 


Mr. Penney at the close of these re-

thrilling experience he had recently. He 
states that he was on his way home fiom 
this town, where he had been peddling 
vegetables, and that it was late at night 
when he passed through Willmin&town. 
After getting through that village he Jay 
down on the wagon seat and was halt 
asleep when he reached what is known as 
the Williams woods, about a mile and a 
half from Williamstown village.

night was dark and it was nearly midnight 
when Mr. Rounds reached the woods. 
Suddenly he was roused by two men who 
stopped him and asked ior a match. He 
gave them one and an instant later one of 
the men had his horse by the head and the 
other was in the wagon pointing a revolver 
at Mr. Round's head. " We'll take what 
money you've got," the robbers said, and 
Mr. Rounds saw at a glance that he was 
at the mercy of the desperadoes.

Mr. Rounds 
says he was so frightened that he could 
hardly unhitch his horse when ho reached 
home, and this is not to be wandered at, 
for such experiences as this are not com- 
mon enough in this part of the country 
for men to become familiar with them 
and to develop nerves that will remain 
steady under such trying conditions.

escapes than Senor William Fenimore 
Cooper, who for ninny yuars lived near the 
extiuct volcano of JSompoatepottlr, in the 
province of Orizaba, Mexico. 
H« made 


his home with tlio Moxiea.il Indians, the 
last of the once proud race of Aztecs who 
fought under .Montezmna It wa.s his cus- 
tom daily to ontor tliu crater of the volcano 
arid look for mosnic agate, a translucent, 
prismatic stone soniowlml. similar to the 
onyx. One clay ho went to sleep in the 
crater near a bed of sulphur, and the latter 
(•might, lire and cunie within an ace of suf- 
focating Mm. His buard has been a, burnt 
umber color ever siliCB. 


The accident caused him to quit Mexico 


for tlio United States, anil ho has bocu 
here over since. Some ot the incidents In 
Ms career show that he has nerve, H dead- 
ly aim arid a heart for evury fato. Jle is a 
native of tliB Tar Heel Stale, and when Hi 
years old he went to Texa* to bft-omn a 
cowboy.

LOOKS LIKE MURDER, 


Police Working on That Theory- lu 


Mabel Doyle's Case. 


Two Men Seen Near Where 


Body Was Pound. 


Both Under Ihe Influence of Liquor and Acting 


In a Suspicious Manner, 


BOSTON, Sept. 0.—^'xo dead body of Ma- 


bel Doyle, IT years of ape, of Chickatawbuti 
street, DovShester. was found Saturday on 
the flats of the Neponset river, near At- 
laiitic. with her head sticking in the mud. 
Whether she was accidentally drowned, 
committed suicide or was murdered is as 
yet a matter of conjecture, but the indica- 
tions point strongly to foul play. 


A startling discovery was made yester- 


day by the officers of division 11 and the 
clew, which may or may not have somo 
bearing on tho murder theory, will be as- 
siduously followed up. 


Immediately after tho finding of the 


body Saturday morning, Acting Captain 
Hunt ot division 11 began an investiga- 
tion of the many stories and alleged clews 
that had been brought to his notice. 


As an assistant iu this work be detailed 


Officer Sumner Foster, and the two have 
worked iudefatigably to solve the mystery 
surrounding the girl's death. 


It was not until yesterday afternoon, 


however, that they found any clew that 
would lead to the supposition that Mabel 
met with foul play, or that would even 
throw any light upon the suicide theory. 


Certain Information came to the ears of 


Officer Foster yesterday, the same being 
to the effect that a man (a respected citi- 
zen of Nepouset) was standing on Nepon- 
set avenue, near Walnut street, about 1 
o'clock Saturday morning when two men, 
somewhat the worso for liquor, came 
along aud inquired what road they should 
tate for Braiutrec. 


Both Men Had Ileen Drinking. 


"One 
of the meu had bsen drinking 


heavily," said the citizen in question, in 
his conversation with Officer Foster, "and 
the other vras slightly intoxicated. 


"I told them to take tho straight road 


outowrthe bridge," he continued, "and 
the/i they asked m« if Wotlastoti was on 
tl«e same road. 
To this I replied: 'Yes,1 


when the one iuo.-t intoxicated n^kcd mo 
how far it was. I told him about fiva ' 
miles, but with 1111 onth he contradicted 
my statemon t, aud said the distance was 
nearer 20 miles. 


"At this the other man grasped him and 


dragged him along, both going in tha 
direction I haJ pointed out. They also 
said they had walked all the way from 
Boston." 


The only description ihe citizen could 


giveofths men was that one was quite 
tall, and th3 other ni'ich shorter In stat ire. 


As soon as Lieutenant Hunt had heard 


this story he communicated, tho informa- 
tion to Mabel's parents, and scarcely had 
Mr. Doyle heard tha officer's words than ' 
he replied: "Why, I saw those two men 
myself," and then he went on to say that 
shortly before 1 o'clock Saturday morning 
he was standing on Kcponsct avenue, a 
short way above Chickatawbut struct, 
when ho heard tho boisterous voices of two 
men, 
evidently under tho influence of 


liquor, and who seemed to be approaching 
from the direction of Field's Corner. 


Not wishing to bo seen, but thinking 


that possibly they might know something 
of the whereabouts oC his little girl, for I 
whom he had been searching all the even- | 
ing, he stepped behind a neighboring tree 
and waited until they passed by. Tho 
mcu, he says, answered the description of 
the two seen by the Xepcmset citizen above 
alluded to. 


The seeing of these two men by tho per- ' 


son as indicated at the hours stated and 
within a short distance of tho spot where 
the body was fonnd, is looked upon as n 
most important clow by the omccrs, p*ml 
the tirst one which has given then any 
basis to work upon.

ALASKA'S BOUNDARY. 


England's Greed of Territory May Lead to 


Serious Complications. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 9.—Rev, Uather Bar- 


num; who has recently returned from the 
i nteri or of Alaska, where ho spent four years 
in missionary work among tha natives, 
gave an interesting interview to a reporter 
yesterday, regarding the Alaskan bound- 
ary dispute between the United $4ates and 
Great Britain. 


"The claim made by the British govern- 


ment at the instance of Canadians," said 
he, "embraces a valuable strip of land, a 
portion of which is the key to a vast ex- 
tent of tho interior of Alaska, possessing 
rich mineral resources. Another portion 
would give them control of some fine 
natural harbors, and in a third place they 
would gain one of the most magnificent 
sceneries in the world, Glacier bay, which 
is now beginning to be visited by thou- 
sands of tourists from all ove; the world 
during the winter months. 


"The most practicable route into the 


interior is from the head of Lynn canal 
by an overland route of 27 miles to one ot 
the lakes at the head of the Yukon river, 
in British territory, and thence fcy a boat, 
down the Yukon to the gold territory in 
Alaska. It is the only route in which 
abrupt mountains do not obstruct the 
way, and should a railroad ever be built 
into the interior, it is probably the only 
route it could follow. 


"Lynn canal has several good, natural 


harbors within 
the strip claimed by 


Great BAtain, and it is safe to say that 
the Canadians would soon control the 
whole trade into the interior, i£ Great 
Britain gains her point." 


Peru's New Cabinet

Stranded in a Foreign Land. 


LONDON*, Sept. 9.—Rev. John Jenkins, 


colored, accompanied by 14 negroes rang- 
ing in age from 5 to 10, made application 
ta a magistrate for assistance to return to 
Charleston. He said he had been told by a 
committee of pastors to bring* them to 
London, where they could perform. He 
found that the laws would not permit chil- 
dren under 11 to perform in public, and ho 
feared that they would starve.

The 
United States consul in London said he 
could not assist them either.

KU-CHENG'S MASSACRE 


Ex-Secretary Foster Says Chinese Arc 


Not Hostile to Missionaries, 


Defeat by Japan Rankling In 


Their Bosoms. 


Lays Stress on Wyoming's Trouble With the 


Mongolians a Few Years 
Ago. 


WATERTOWJT. N. Y., Sept. 9.—In an ad- 


dress on "Foreign Missions" at this place, 
last night, ex-Socretary of State Foster 
made the following statement concerning 
the recent riots and massacre in Ku-Cheng: 


The opinion formed by me after careful 


Inquiry and observation is that the mass 
of the population ol China, particularly 
the common people, are not specially hos- 
tile to the missionaries and their work. 
Occasional riots have occurred, but they 
are almost invariably traced to the Literati 
or prospective offlco holders and the ruling 
classes. 


These are often bigoted and conceited to 


the highest degree, and regard the teach- 
ings of the missionaries as tending to over- 
throw the existing order of government 
and society, which they look upon as a 
perfect system, and 


Sanctified by Great Antiquity. 


The war with Japan, which resulted In a 


humiliating peace and the loss of ter- 
ritory, has greatly weakened the imperial 
authority, and the disbaadment of several 
hundred thousand troops, mostly without 
receiving the pay due them, has added 
very much to the prevailing discontent 
and disorder. 


Under such circumstances it is not 


strange that riots should occur, and that 
the widespread mission should be the 
greatest sufferers. These riots have been 
mostly confined to pillaging and destruc- 
tion of property, the chief exception being 
the Ku-Cheng massacre, which has justly 
horrified the civilized world. 


But we in America should be chary of 


our condemnation when we recall the 
many outrages which have been inflicted 
on Chinese subjects in the United States, 
and remember that the Wyomiog trouble 
a few years ago was equally cruel and 
fatal in its results, and reflected more 
severely on our authority. 


Can't Muzzle the Press. 


BEKLtx, Sapt. 9. — The government's 


prosecution o£ The Vorwaorts, the lead- 
ing Socialist organ of 13erlin, has had a 
reactiouary effect. The arrest of Editor 
Pfilud, followed by the clamor of journals 
popularly supposed to be inspired by the 
government for special repressive legisla- 
tion, has elicited from several Socialist 
leaders not only protests against govern- 
mental interference with the liberty of the 
press, but iv ilac denial of the official as- 
sumption that the Socialist party ought to 
be accused of having failed in patriotism. 


Indian Agent Warned. 


CHAMBERLAIN, N. D., Sept. 9.—Tho 


Sioux at Rosebud Agency, under tho 
leadership of a powerful and influential 
chief, have warned Indian Agent Wright 
ami his employes to vacate the agency 
within 21 days, and threaten to burn the 
agency buildings. The determination of 
the Indian ajent'to reduce the rates paid 
Indians for hauling freight from Valeu- 
tiuc, Neb., to tho agency, is the cause of 
the trouble. 


For Supreme Bench. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Tho president, 


it is said, has deckled to appoint a New 
York man justice of the supreme court to 
fill the vacancy caused by tho drath of the 
lato Justice Jackson. The two names 
foremost in his consideration are "Wheeler 
H. Peckham and William B. Hornblower, 
whoso previous nominations were rejected 
by the senate principally through the hos- 
tility of Senator, Hill. 


Michigan's Kline Horror.

the mouths of shafts Nos. 1, 3 and 3, which 
shows that '.lie awful nres which started 
in the Osceola copper mine Saturday are 
still raging fiercely, and the bodies of the 
30 miners entombed are still Iving some- 
where below the surface, suffocated by 
smoke and gas.
